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Preface 

The object of the present book is to offer the English 
equivalents of the medieval philosophical vocabulary including the 
most important philosophical terms of the Hebrew literature of modern 
times. It is designed as a concise dictionary, not as an encyclopaedic 
compendium and does not present interpretations of the concepts denoted. 

While employing observations gained by the author from his 
reading of the sources , it uses, mainly, the materials contained in the 
lexicographical works of modern scholars (e.g., Klatzkin, Efros, etc.). 

It is designed primarily for the use of the students of the 
Hebrew Union College, and its scope is entirely pedagogical. It offers 
the meanings of words in philosophical usage and disregards as far as is 
possible in view of the overlapping connotations of the same words - 
their meaning in other spheres of language. 

This dictionary is of a tentative character and will be 
revised from time to time.
